Louisville, Ky., Jan. 18. — With a 
crash that could be heal'd for miles 
anound, the hugh Ice gorge expending 
from Wolf creek to Kosmosdale, a 
distance of sixty-five miles, broke 
loose. The gorge at first aioved very 
slowly, but in a short while began 
to pick up speed, and half an hour 
after the Jam had begun to move was 
running at the rate of ten miles an 
hour. 

Reports from all points In the vi- 
cinity of the gorge and several points 
where the gorge had passed, say that 
so far no damage to property has 
been done. The river is rising rapid- 
ly at many points where the fce Jam 
is passing, the largest rise being 
noted ait Stephensport, where, the 
water rose three feet In fifteen min- 
utes. 

The lee gorge at Rock Haven, 
eight miles below \yest Point, whioh 
was seperated from the main gorge 
by u five-mile stretch of water, also 
broke this morning, aqd now all the 
ice that has born holding the water 
back for a week is well oil Its way 
down the Oh Jo river. 

At 12 o'clock the Ice gorge was 
two miles above Concordia, Ky., 
and was breaking In large chunks. 
Persons having water craft In the 
river wero hustleing abou; getting lt 
out of the way of the ice, and many 
gaioline and houseboats were pulled 
up on the shore. Several slvuntybonts 
were caught. In the lice floe and car- 
ried rapidly down the river some be- 
ing dashed to pieces and o.hi rs going 
on down stream. 

Soon after the Ice gorge broke the 
water began to fall at all points 
above the gorge, and at this point 
| the fall was noticeable. Many men 
are at work on the river craft, mov- 
ing down with the water.

Pliychology is the science of mind 
and its business Is to educate the 
mind and Influence Us grow .h. 
Psychology sustains the same rcla- 
' lion to them and its education as 
i anatomy, physiology, and pharmacy 
sustains to the practice of medicine. 

The met Hods of *■ ud.vhlg mind are: 
Introspection wliich is an observa- 
tion of self by self; the observa- 
tional and comparative which ob- 
serves and compares the things seen; 
the labratory which is closely re- 
lated to physlollglcal physology, which 
Is, after all, only physiology; and the 
class loom method which consists of 
dally experiments In the class-room. 

Mind Is that force which manifests 
Itself, through organization of nerve 
substance, In knowing, feeling, wil- 
ling. Mind seems to have both in- 
ertia and momentum. It is lner.la 
when not in use and momentum when 
in use. Sometimes, owing to bodily 
weakness or disease, or .to an Inert- 
ness of its own, the mind must be 
I driven to its work; and it is equally 
hard when the mind is niomnetum.

Ray Lampbere, who died recently In 
the Indiana penitentiary at Michigan 
City, while serving a term for setting 
fire to the home of Mrs. Bello Gunness 
near LaPorte, Ind., did not carry the 
secrets of the Gunnesa charnal faim 
to the tomb with him, according to a 
copyright story in the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch. When he believed death 
near, he confessed. 

The confession was made to the 
Rev. Dr. E. A. Schell, formerly pas- 
tor of the La Porte Melhodist church, 
now president of the Iowan Wesleyan 
University, at Mount Pleasant, la., 
and held by him Inviolate as a secret 
of the confessional. The Post-Dls- 
pttch, however, says the Rev. Mr. 
Schell would verify, if he would con- 
sent to break the silence, the confes- 
sion it publishes. The Post-Dispatch 
however, says the confession It pub- 
lishes was made to a man of unas- 
sailable character. 

I.amphere, according to the con- 
fession, had guilty knowledge of the 
murder of three men In the Gunness 
home during the time be lived three, 
about eight months in 1907, and he 
assisted Mrs. Gunness In disposing of 
the bodies of three men. 

He said be thought he bad not re- 
ceived aa much of the profits of the 
transaction as he considered him- 
self entitled to and he went to the 
farmhouse at night with a woman, 
chloroformed Mrs. Gunness and her 
throe children and Jennie Olsen. He 
and the woman then searched the 
house, finding between $40 and $70. 
The light they used whs a candle 
and they left the house without 
knowing they had left behind a 
spark that soon burst Into flames. 

Mrs. Gunness’ method of killing 
her victims, Lamphere said, was first 
to chloroform them us they slept and 
then. If the drug did not itself kill, 
to sever the heads with an ax.

Be At The Eddyville 
Branch.

FrankPit, Ky„ Jan. 20.— Where to 
locae the death house which is pro- 
vided for in a bill Introduced in the 
Sensit© by Senator Newcomb Is a prob- 
lem in which the officials of the 
Frankfort |r nltcntlary are much in- 
terested. 1'ndcr Senator Newcomb's 
bill |7, 5i)n is appropriated for the 
erection of a death houso in which a 
convicted man Is to bo confined for 
a cer ain period before being put 
to death. Tin- law changes the method 
of exocu ■ion of the death sentence 
from hanging to electrocution and 
provides that all legal executions shal 
take plac* in the penitentiary. 

Objections to have the < xecutions 
in tho penitentiary here are numer- 
ous, the prison officials say, and 
they would prefer to b ivc the elec- 
tric chair located at. the Eddyville 
prison. The main argument used Is 
that there is no room in the prison 
here and that a new building, to be 
used as ihe death house could not 
be erect, d for $7,500 a ml the « lec- 
trical equipment installed. The ap- 
propriate n would have to la* more 
than that, one of the prison officials 
says. He says the d>-;tth homo in 
New York coat $20,000. Or. Joe 
Burr, prison physician, said, regard- 
ing the plan to have the legal exe- 
cutions here, electricity. Instead of 
hanging: 

“If the chair is located bore a new 
buildflng will have to be erected and 
the spare in the walls here is almost 
entirely taken up now by buildings. 
We are crowded and would not have 
room, unl-s the Legislature appro- 
priates money to extend the stock- 
ade and enlarge the prison. A death 
house should be isolated so that it 
can be quiet and the condemned man 
can spend his last days uadis urbed 
by the noise from the other con- 
victs. To give the condemned men 
quiet It will tie necessary to have a 
scpcnatit building, erected far front 
the c*ll house. Another tiling. We 
have ten visitors here to one at 
Eddyville and every perrou who 
visited the prison here would want 
to see the chair In which men are 
killed. At Eddyville there would lie 
few visitors and the showing of the 
death chair would not lx- so much 
trouble." 

If the plan proposed. of having 
only hardened criminals confined In 
the prison hero and making a r<font- 
atory out of the Eddyville prison 
goes through. as seems probable, 
the death chair will, front tiecirt- 
sity, he located in» Frankfort and If 
it new cell house is bulb the objec- 
tions of Dr. Barr will be obviated.
